New York, June 19.—The death of 
Gen, Jos. S. Gallieni, former minister of 
war of France, was due to a miurderous 
attack by a French army officer of high 
rank under charges of treason, and not 
to natural causes, according to stories 
told here today by passengers arriving 
on the French liner Lafayette, 
Gustav 
Hesleuin, an attache of the Freacli of- 
fice, here for the second time on a gov- 
ernment mission, would neither affirm 
nor deny the tale. 


Gen. Galleini was shot and 
fatally 
wounded in his Paris office, the arrival 
from France said. 
He was closeted with 
the officer according to their story, when 
attendants heard a shot and rushed in 
to find the "Savior of Paris" lying upon 
the floor unconscious 
with 
his caller 
standing over him, a smoking revolver 
in his hand. 
The general after an ill- 
ness of three weeks, died on M^y 27. 


Gen. Gallieni's assailant was arrested, 
tlie Lafayette's passengers said, and his 
fate is unknown.

Postponed Effort Shortly to 
Be Launched in 
Macedonia. 


Saloniki, 
May 
28.—(Correspondence 
of the A. P.)—The allies' offensive in 
Macedonia, set for mid-May and post- 
poned on account of the condition of the 
army on its arrival in Corfu, is now con- 
fidently 
anticipated toAvards the end of 
June or, at least, early in July. The ac- 
tivities of the Bulgarians oast of the 
Struma the past 
week and gradually 
increasing intensity 
of 
artillery ex- 
changes had lead to the assumption that 
Cen. Sarrel's plans might be hastened 
and the allied 
attack 
begun at once. 
This is possible, but general opinion is 
that the activities of the Bulgarians are 
merely in the nature of taking up the 
slack in their line and that they will not 
precipitate an attack. 


The outbreak of cholera among the 
Serbs on their arrival at Corful proved 
a mixed disadvantage. 
It made their 


tiansport to Saloniki impossible in time 
to participate in an offensive in May. 
Moreover, it reduced their numbers very 
niaterially; a great many more Serbs 
died than will-ever be known, not sim- 
uly of cholera, but from enterogastritis, 
mal-nutrition and sheer exhaustion. The 
Serbian army was in far worse shape 
after its retreat through Albania than 
had been supposed. 
The entire 
force 
needed full equipment and the recruits 
from Serbia and the volunteers from 
America 
required 
drilling. 
Marshal 
Punik was no longer physically able tu 
command and many officers were dead 
or too worn by their late hardships to 
continiie active service and a new set 
of officers had to be chosen. All of this 
demanded time.

The Order to the Militia. 


President Wilson's order for the mobilization of practically the 
ifeHtire national guard of the country for service on the Mexican 
boider marks a step that will scarcely be surprising in the light of 
p. situation that ,despite patience, forbearance, toleration and every 
possible effort to allow the de facto government in Mexico to work 
tout its own salvation, has been growing steadily more ominous. The 
outcome no man can foretell. 
It is in all probability a very stern 
,task that the United States now faces in its dealings with the south- 
jBin republic. There is still, of course, the hope that the thro-vving of 
jan additional one hundred thousand men along the American side of 
th6 Rio Grande will prove sufficiently impressive to the Mexicans, but 
it is a slender hope. 


More and more of late it has become apparent that the chief ele- 
ment of concern to the United States Is not the bandit gangs which 
have precipitated the acute situation by their raids on American terri- 
tory, and their slaying of American citizens. 
Unbearable as this has 
been, it is not the gravest element in the situation. Of far more seri- 
ous character is the growing anti-American sentiment among the Mex- 
ican people—the bitter resentment that has followed the mistaken 
comprehension of the American purpose. Unable to differentiate be- 
tween the punitive effort to capture law-breakers against whom Car- 
ranza seems powerless and the aggression which seeks only to conquer, 
the Mexican mind has been inflamed against the United States until 
it can see only red. This is the element that adds infinitely to the grav^ 
ity of the situation at this time, American patience, American tolera- 
tion and American long-suffering have been mistaken for cowardice. 


The idea of intervention in Mexico has been and is most repugn- 
ant to every thoughtful American. 
There is still the earnest hope 
that the Mexican leaders, taking counsel of wisdom, Avill tiike note 
of the gathering storm-clouds and come to a realization of Uncle 
Sam's-purpose. 
The throwing of one hundred thousand more troops 
along the border is not for spectacular purposes. 
It marks the set- 
ting of a stern jaw that, desperate as the consequences may be, will 
brook but little longer the intolerable outrages of the past few 
months. 
Mexico can escape a stern lesson and we can escape a pro- 
fotindly regrettable task only if Mexico shall speedily come to her 
)senses.

Bakcrsfiekl, Cal., June 19.—Uncle Sam 
and the people of Kern county, Cal., are 
going to build a road to the top of the 
United States. 
BakerGfield boosters say 
it Mill be the most wonderful highway 
in the world. 


The thoroughfare will traverse some 
of the most perpendicular country on 
the continent. 
It will branch o^ the 
ililte highway near this city and will 
wend its way up the scenic Kern can- 
'on, across numerous grassj' plateaus, 
through heavy timber.'; and past limpid 
lakes to the base of Mt. Whitney. From 
there it will go to the top of that rugged 
i>eak, the highest point in the United 
•States. 


The road will be called the Mount 
Whitney Highway. 
It Avill be 160 miles 
long. 
Ln spite of 
the

that it 
nonnts to an cvelation of 14,.501 feet, 
its maximum grade will be 10 per cent. 
Automobiles will be able to make the 
climb on high gear. 


C. M. Barton, chief engineer of the 
Whitney Highway association, has es- 
timated the coat at 6500,000. 
Work on 
the Kern county portion will begin this 
summer. 
United States Senator James 
D. Phelan has introduced a bill in con- 
gress asking for a government appro- 
priation of $10,000 to make a survey 
through the forest reserve to the top of 
Mt. Whitney, from which estimates can 
be made for'a second appropriation to 
i-..»vpr construction cost. 
Kern county 
will take care of the expense within the 
county limits and Uncle Sam will pay 
the rest. 


"The road will open up a now Amer- 
ican playground," says Engineer Bar- 
ton. 
"It will bring joy to those who 
like to scale unnamed mountain peaks. 
There are 60 or more in the vicinity of 
Whitney, each exceeding 12,000 feet in 
height.

Trout creek, for instance. It is swarm- 


ing with the fish from which it takes 
its name and in it only, at an altitude 
cf 9,000 feet, are the golden trout to be 
found. 


ExCongressman C. A. Barlow, one of 
the boosters for the highv,'ay, has just 
returned from Washington, where h« 
talked with government officials about 
the final detail of the project.

•olid color, the stripe is becoming and 
coverà the material better than a solid 


light color. In other words, a striped ma- 
terial does not show soil so quickly. The 
buttons may really button, or be put on 
for show. 
This apron goes all the way 
around tha back of the frock and may 
be made full length for greater protec- 
tion. 
Another hint is this: The deepest 
pocket at the bottom may be let down as 
a sort of mat when milady kneels to weed 
her flower beds "all in a row."

It might be made 
long enough to be worn with a blouse 
only, doing away with a skirt and using 
it as a sort of jumper house frock.

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CARE OF 
REFRIGERATOR 


OT or even warm 
food should 
never be put into the refrig- 
erator. It will raise the tem- 
perature and with it the ic« 
bill. 


Every time the i«e chamber is to be 
filled ^he remaining piece of ice should 
be reînoved and the compartment wip- 
ed out, then the ice replaced. 
The 
new icé jshould be in one piece and 
should be washed before t>utting into 
the refrigerator. Where ice is put in 
from the outside it is particularly im- 
portant to hâve clean ice. Artificial 
ice is much cleaner to use, but it is not 
always possible to procure it. 


The use of cracked or chipped dishes,, 
for food is greatly to be deplored. The 
rough surface left by the cracks 
or 
chips is an excellent 
place for bac- 
terial growth, 


Uncpoked meat should be kept in a 
covered enamel 
dish. 
Food should 
never be covered with paper of any 
kind, with the possible exception of 
oiled paper, used only once. 


Milk bottles should be washed before 
being put 
in the refrgerator. 
Eggs 
should be kept in a rack or dish with 
one layer, so they may be used lu the 
order in which they were bought. The 
contents of the refrigerator should be 
examined daily, and no stale food left 
there. If anything is spilled it should 
be cleaned up at once. 


The shelves and floor of the refrig- 
erator should be cleaned 
thoroughly 
at least once a week. In this weokly 
cleaning all food must be removed. 
The 
racks 
should be removed and 
w-ashed in hot soapy water or soda so- 
lution, scalded, and then dried, and if 
possible sunned. The inside of the re- 
frigerator should be thoroughly wash- 
ed.

One and one-half cups strong coffee, 
half cup of milk, two-thirds 
cup of

Five hard-boiled eggs, cut fine, one 
cup of milk, one tablespoon of chopped 
parsley, two tablespoons of butter, one

Add 
milk and thpn other ingredients and 
season with salt and pepper.

roll in egg and cracker crumbs and fry 
brown in fat.

Cut bread ^ne-half 
inch thick In

Original Pork Stew. 


Put one pound pork steak in a spider 
and fry, not too brown. When done- 
remove from the spider.

New York, June 19,—Fifteen thou- 
sand or more troops of the New York 
national guard began today to assemble 
in their armories throughout the state 
in response to the president's call.

The surgeon 
general 
says 
yellow 
fever is confined at Guayaquil., Ecuador; 
in the Amazon river region and on the 
coast of Brazil at I'ara, rernanibuco and 
Bahia. 


The expedition is the result of reso- 
lutions passed by the recent Pan-Amer- 
ican congress which called for investi- 
gation looking 
to 
thoi possibility of 
eliminating yellow fever. 


The United 
States government has 
granted Gen. Gorgas indefinite leave of 
absence for 
this 
purpose. 
Work of 
cleaning up the remaining plague cen- 
ters may be financed by the Rockefeller 
foundation, of which Gen. Gorgas is a 
permanent director of the international 
health commission. 


In 1900 the first real steps were tak- 
en to do away with yellow fever. The 
American army was in Cuba. 
A med- 
ical board, appointed by Surgeon Gen- 
eral 
Sternberg, 
investigated 
diseases 
causing haAoc in the ranks. 
This board 
consisted of Walter Reed, .Tames Oar.- 
roll,' .Jesse W. Lazear and Aristides Ag- 
ramonte. 
Dr. Reed was chairman. Ex- 
haustive experiments were undertaken. 


Two houses were built, tightly con- 
structed, witli windows and doors pro- 
tected by wire screens. 
In one soiled 
sheets, pillow cases and blankets were 
used as bedding, and tliese/were brought 
straight from the beds of patients sick 
! with yellow fever a t Havana, 


]\iembers of the hospital corps slept 
on these beds 63 days, but not one of 
them contracted yellow fever. 


In the other house two rooms were 
built, separated by Avire screening. 
In 
one room only mosquit oes which had bit- 
ten yellow 
fever patients were 
intro- 
dude. 
In the other mosquitoes were ex- 
cluded. 
In this latter room the men 
remained in perfect health. 


In the mosquito room 50 per cent, 
of the men bitten by the infected mos- 
quitoes coiilracted yellow fever. 


Another 
series of experiments was 
ronrlucted by placing the hands of seven 
l)crson3 in jars and allowing 
infected 
mosquitoes to bite them. 
Five of the 
seven contracted fever. 


"As a result of Dr. Reed's 
work," 
says Gen. Gorgas, "we now have it with- 
in our power to make yellow fever mere- 
ly a memory." 


The danger of yellow fever infection 
is always present in the United States, 
although the yellow-fever mosquito be- 
longs to the tropics. 


Vessels, once infected, may carry the 
mosquitoes to far distant ports. 


The yellow fever mosquito has been 
found in Xew York upon vessels com- 
ing from Vera Cru:'., and it is by such 
means that the early outbreaks of yel- 
low fever in 
Philadelphia 
and other 
northern cities are to be accounted for. 


The mosquito which carries tlie in- 
fection is a town mosquito, and will not 
fly far. 
Consequently, once wiped out 
long enough to prevent the infection of 
new persons, the yellow fever will abso- 
lutely disappear. 
That is th&.-ta9k Gen. 
Gorgas has set forjiimself.

Nashville, June 19.—For the second 
time in the history of Tennessee the 
state senate, sitting as a high court of 
impeachment, has returned a verdict of 
guilty against a member of .the judiciary.

i to do with criminal prosecutions, had in- 
; terested itself in this matter. 
Rowntree 
replied in the negative, adding:

ery, you would no longer be a danger to 
the British empire." 


Rowntree added that he had been in-

WOMAN GIVES TO 


RELIGIOUS COLLEGE 


And Daughter Is Fighting to Have 


Guardian Appointed in the Court 


at Warsaw. 


Warsaw, Ind., June 19.—The case of 


Lulu Sholty against her mother, Mary 
A. Caldwell*, which was started before a 
jury in the circuit court, is proving one 
of the most interesting cases ever tried 
in the local1 court. The trial was re- 
sumed on Monday morning, the court- 
room being well filled with witnesses and 
Interested spectators. 


The case is one in which the daughter, 


Lulu Sholty, is endeavoring to show 
that her mother is of unsound mind and 
should have a guardian. The mother, 
Mrs. Caldwell, has transferred property 
worth about $3,500 to Indiana central 
college at Indianapolis. The daughter in 
her action seeks to restrain her mother 
from giving away any more of her prop- 
erty. 
On the other hand attorneys for 


Mrs. Oildwell are endeavoring to show 
that she is perfectly capable of handling 
her own affairs and that her action in 
giving property to Central college was 
not the result of outside influence but 
was due to her desire to do what she 
felt was her duty to the church. She 
had been receiving .$360 in rents from 
the property which she deeded to the 
collp;;..-. Out of this she was forced to 
pay her taxes and make repairs. In pre- 
senting the property to the school, Mrs. 
Caldwell arranged that she should re- 
ceive an annuity of $300 during her life- 
time.

Mrs. Caldwell, although about 75 


years of age, was in court, and she 
manifested great interest in the testi- 
mony given by the various witnesses.

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The Order to the Militia. 


President "Wilson's order for the mobilization of practically the 


tentire national guard of the country for service on the Mexican 
border marks a step that will scarcely be surprising in the light of 
b situation that ,despite patience, forbearance, toleration and every 
possible effort to allow the de facto government in Mexico to work 
but its own salvation, has been growing steadily more ominous. The 
putcomd no man can foretell. It is in all probability a very stern 


jfcask that the United States now faces in "its dealings with the south- 
jern republic. There is still, of course, the hope that the throwing of 
hn additional one hundred thousand men along the American side of 
jthe Eio Grande will prove sufficiently impressive to the Mexicans, but 
it is a slender hope. 


More and more of late it has become apparent that the chief cle- 


ment of concern to the United States Is not the bandit gangs which 
have precipitated the acute situation by their raids on American terri- 
tory, and their slaying of American citizens. Unbearable as this has 
been, it is not the gravest element in the situation. Of far more seri- 
ous character is the groAving anti-American sentiment among the Mex- 
ican people—the bitter resentment that has followed the mistaken 
comprehension of the American purpose. Unable to differentiate be- 
tween the punitive effort to capture law-breakers against whom Car- 
ranza seems powerless and the aggression which seeks only to conquer, 
the Mexican mind has been inflamed against the United States until 
it can see only red. This is the element that adds infinitely to the grav- 
. ity of the situation at this time. American patience, American tolera- 
tion and American long-suffering have been mistaken for cowardice. 


The idea of intervention in Mexico has been and is most repugn- 


ant to every thoughtful American. There is still the earnest hope 
that the Mexican leaders, taking counsel of wisdom, will take note 
of the gathering storm-clouds and come to a realization of Uncle 
Sam's purpose. The throwing of one hundred thousand more troops 
along the border is not for spectacular purposes. It marks the set- 
ting of a stern jaw that, desperate as the consequences may be, will 
brook but little longer the intolerable outrages of the past few 


. months.' Mexico can escape a stern lesson and we can escape a pro-

Bakerstield boosters say 
it will be the most wonderful highway 
in the world. 


The thoroughfare will traverse sonw 


of the most perpendicular country on 
the continent. 
It will branch off the 


slate highway near this city and will 
wend its way uu the scenic Kern can- 
yon, across numerous grassy plateaus, 
through heavy timber? and past limpid 
lakes to the base of Mt. Whitney. From 
there It will go to the top of that rugged 
peak, the highest point in the United 
States. 


The road will be called the Mount 


Whitney Highway. It will be 160 milca 
long.

Every time the Ice chamber is to be

portant to have. clean ice. Artificial 
ice is much cleaner to use, but it is not 
always possible to procure It 


The use of craclted or chipped dishes 


fpr food is greatly to be deplored. The 
rough surface left" by the cracks or 
chips is an excellent .place for bac- 
terial growth. 


Uncooked meat should be kept In a
